The subject matter of claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8, and 9 is not novel and does not involve an inventive 
step on account of document 1 cited in the ISR. Document 1 describes technology for fluorescence 
measurement usmg a plurality of coloring matters, wherein the detector output from each of a pluraUty 
of colonng matters is expressed as line X, the amount of fluorescent Ught emitted only from each 
fluorescent Ught coloring matter is expressed as line Y, and the correction coefficient is expressed as 
hne A, measurement values X and A calculated using correction samples that individually mclude 
each Ught-emittmg coloring matter are mput m the Une equation A • Y = X and Y is obtained. 

The subject matter of claims 4, 7, and 1 0 does not involve an mventive step on account of 
document 1 and document 2 cited in the ISR. As described in paragraph 28 of document 2 in 
particular, monitoring the amount of Ught from an excitation Ught source m fluorescent analysis and 
correcting the detection signal according to that output is a weU-known technology. 
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
